A WORD FROM THE WISE. 


I'umbus, O., June 22.—Secretary of 
te Laylin and Attorney General 


BWiV are of the opinlo* that there is 
no vacancy in the office of lieutenant 
governor. Secretary Laylia says: "The 
constitution piovides that in the event 
of the death or disability of the gover- 
nor the lieutenant governor shall per- 
torm the duties and exercise the pow- 
jrs of the ofilcs. He becomes acting 
governor, but I do not believe a vacan- 
cy in the office of lieutenant governor 
would be created by such emergency. 
The governor woudl be required to 
point a lieutenant governor in the case 
3f the deatli or resi ^nation of the iat 
ter officer. This was clcc'ded In the 
case brought during Go\ernor Xash's 
administiatyjn, when a vacancy en- 
sued by the resignation of Lieutenant 
Governor Nippert. Governor Nash ap 
pointed Henry L. Gordon lieutenant 
governor. But the case is different 
when a governor dies and the lieuten 
ant governor, in compliance with the 
constitution, pei forms the duties oJ 
the office. Theie is no lieutenant gov- 
ernor to appoint; otherwise the order 
of succession provided by tbTe consti- 
tution would be impossible. The law 
provides that '.' the lieutenant gover- 
nor dies while i crforming the duties 
of the office the i>i ?sident pro tern, of 
the senate would b^some acting gov- 
Brnor. And so in the case of a va- 
cancy in the latter office the speaker 
of the house would succeed to the 
duties of governor."

Brilliant Event. 


Trondhjem, June 22.—NVlth a cere- 


monial modified from the old Norse 
forms to meet the modern democratic 
spirit of the country, King Haakon 
VII and Queen Maud, at noon, in the 
old Trondhjem cathedral, were anoint- 
ed, 
blessed 
and 
given 
Norway's 


crowns. When nearly 40 years ago 
King Oscar of Sweden received the 
crown, he bared his breast and eccle- 
siastics dressed it with sacred oils, 
according to the customs of plder 
days. King Haakon was anointeaonly 
on the forehead and wrists, and the 
entire rite was simpler. The king and 
quocn entered the cathedral at 11 
o'clock. King Haakon was crowned 
first and Queen Maud afterward, with 
practically the same csremony. There 
were 3,000 persons present, that num- 
ber representing the capacity of the 
edifice. 


Adverse to Murderer Ivens. 


Springfield, Illv Juno 22. — Richard 


Ivens, confessed slayer of Mrs. Bessie 
Hollister of Chicago, will be hanged in 
that city. The supreme court refused 
to grant a writ of supersedes and 
later denied a motion for-teave to file 
a more complete record in the case. 
The board of pardons, summoned to1 
this city, heard the arguments of the 
condemned man's attorneys and re- 
fused to recommend pardon or com- 
mutation. Mrs. Hollister, the wife of 
a .well-to-do Chicago citizen, was as- 
saulted and killed on the night of Feb. 
12, near her home. The victim was 
found in the reaf of Ivens' stable with 
a wire twisted around the neck. Iveua 
reported the finding of the body to the 
police, who arrested Ivens for the 
crime. He subsequently confessed his 
guilt to the Dollce and to the coroner, 
going into the revolting details of the 
assault

TO PUSH WORK 


ON THE CANAL 


Action of the federal Senate Pleases 


President Roosevelt 


Washington, June 22. — President 


Roosevelt 
has expressed his great 


gratification at the action ot the Unit- 
ed States senate in support of bis plan 
for the construction of a lock canal. 
He has been convinced for several 
days that the lock type of canal would 
be adopted by the senate on its final 
vote, notwithstanding the report of the 
majority of the interoceanic canal com- 
mittee in favor of a sea-level water- 
way. Two dayiB ago the president fig- 
ured a majority of five in favor of the 
lock type, and that is precisely the ma- 
jority it received on the test vote. It 
was pointed out at the White House 
that practically the same senators who 
voted against the lock-canal project 
also were opposed to the 
Panama 


treaty and so recorded their votes. 
The president regards the vote of 
the house and the senate on the lock 
type of canal as a vote of confidence. 
Orders will be issued in a few days to 
push the work as rapidly as possible, 
and it is announced that before the 
summer is far advanced as many men 
and as much machinery as profitably 
can be employed will be engaged in 
making the dirt 
fly. 
, 


'SecretaryTaft and Chairman Shonts 


of the' canal commission were also 
greatly pleased at the outcome of the 
struggle in the senate. For the past 
two Aveeks they have been exerting all 
of their influence with individual sen- 
ators to get them to favor the lock type 
of canal. Upon being advised of the 
result of the vote in the senate Mr. 
Shonts called on Secretary Tatt and 
began to discuss the plans of the com- 
mission for the prosecution of the 
work. It was decided that the com- 
mission as a whole should start for 
the isthmus at the earliest possible 
moment, and Chief Engineer Stevens 
will accompany the members of the 
commission. 


Senate For Lock Canal. 


Washington, June 22.—The senate 


took a position in accord with the 
president and the house of represen- 
tatives by declaring for a lock canal 
across the isthmus of Panama. 
The 


result was reached after a discussion 
that was almost devoid of interesting 
incident. There was only one record- 
ed vote In connection with the disposi 
tion of the question and that was nega 
tive in character, coming on a motion 
to lay on the table "the lock type sub- 
stitute for the sea-level bill reported 
by the committee on interoceanic ca- 
nal. • This motion was made by Sen- 
ator Kittredge, the committee chain 
pion of the sea-level plan, and was 
voted down, 31 to 36. The vote is gen- 
erally accepted as ending a long con- 
test and definitely settling the type of 
the great waterway. It terminates 
what at one time threatened to 
come a sharp difference between the 
senata on the one hand and the presi 
dent And the house on the other, for 
there is no denying that when the bill 
was reported from the committee the 
indications in the senate were all fa- 
vorable to the sea-level type. 


\. 
In the House. 


Washington, June 22.—In the house 


there was a long and earnest discus- 
sion of the conference report on the 
naval appropriation bill, in which Mr. 
Foss of\Illinois,.chairman of the com- 
mittee, was defeated by other house 
leaders. .The house was not in a 
humor to accept the partial confer- 
ence, nor did it desire to leave some 
of the senate amendments without ex- 
pressing its judgment upon them. In 
conseuqence, by a close but effective 
Tote, the conferees were Instructed to 
concur in the senate amendment re- 
lating to 20,000-ton battleship, which' 
provides that its type, displacement 
and tonnage must be reported to con- 
gress before any proposal is accepted; 
Several amendments were also passed 
upon, and then the report was disa- 
greed to, and the conferees, consisting 
of Messrs. FOBS, Loudenslager and 
Meyer, were reappointed.

William J. Bryan Is Interviewed 


Norway. 


Trondhjero, Norway, June 22.— Tak- 


ing for his text the statement that he 
was beins described as conservative, 
William J. 
Bryan said: 
"I am 


not responsible for the phrases used in 
regard to me, but I am responsible for 
my position oa public questions. That 
position ought to be well known. Take 
the trust question, for instance, as it 
eeems uppermost just now. My posi- 
tion is that private monopoly is inde- 
fensible and intolerable. That was the 
Democratic platform in 1900, and the 
plank was incorporated in 1904. and it 
is the only tenable position. There is 
some talk of controlling the trusts — 
you might as well talk of controlling 
burglary. We do not say men shall 
only steal a little bit, or in some par- 
ticular way, but that they shall not 
steal at all. It is so of private monop- 
olies. It is not sufficient to control or 
regulate them— they must be abso- 
lutely and totally destroyed. Corpora- 
tions should be controlled and regu- 
lated, but private monopolies must be 
"exterminated, root and branch. Now, 
you can call that a radical doctrine. 
Yet, it is more conservative to apply 
this remedy now than to wait until 
predatory wealth has by its lawless- 
ness brought odium on legitimate ac- 
cumulations. What used to be called 
radical is now called conservative, be- 
cause people have been investigating. 
The doctrine has not changed, but pub- 
lic sentiment is making progress." 


Roosevelt's Letter. 


Washington, June 22.— In a letter to 


Representative Tawney, chairman of 
the appropriations committee of the 
house, and in personal talks with 
members of both the senate and the 
house, President Roosevelt, discussing 
the proposed appropriation of $25,000 
a year to defray the expenses of his 
trips about the country, said that he 
did not want the money for the pay- 
ment of his personal expenses. 
He 


stated that in any event, whether the 
appropriation was made or not, he 
would pay his own expenses himself 
on every trip. He stated that he did 
not feel, however, that it was quite 
just that he should have to pay also 
the expenses of the government em- 
ployes, who accomuanied him on those 
trips for the purpose of transacting 
the business of tbe government, or the 
expenses of such others ab might ac- 
company him on the whole or on any 
part of a trip.
